Cops high in the ranks for 
getting weed off streets

MORE than 40,000 cannabis 
plants were seized across 
Bedfordshire last year - the 
highest amount in the country 
outside a city - despite the 
county's police force being the 
UK's smallest. 

Only the Metropolitan Police 
and Greater Manchester Police 
confiscated more of the Class B 
drug, according to statistics 
released this week by the Home 
Office. 

Beds Police carried out 1,837 
seizures, 1,488 of which resulted 
in a cannabis find. In total 
40,061 plants were found, as 
well as 42.9kg of herbal cannabis 
and 0.2kg of resin. 

Cocaine, worth a street value 
of £180,000, was also discovered 
in 179 hauls, as well as 0.7kg of 
crack. 

The number of drugs confisca¬ 
tions carried out by the force 
went up by 67 per cent from 
2009/10 when there were 1,101. 
In 2002 there were 580. 

A Beds Police spokesman said: 
“As the figures suggest, we have 
been proactively combating 
drug issues around the county 
as part of our continuing fight 
against organised crime and 
protecting the public. 

“These figures reflect the 
success rate that we have had in 
tackling drug offences and we 



will continue in our efforts to 
stamp out drug cultivation and 
dealing. 

“The work carried out by 
Bedfordshire Police relies heavi¬ 
ly on information that we 
receive from the public and a 
large part of these figures, which 
include the seizure of more than 
40,000 cannabis plants and 
often large quantities of cash 
from the proceeds of crime, 
were a direct result of intelli¬ 
gence gained by our officers 
speaking to people in the com¬ 
munity. 

“We’d like to take this opportu¬ 
nity to thank residents for 
reporting suspicious activity 
concerning drugs or any other 
offences.”

Man behind £300m school build cut visits academy 


EDUCATION Secretary 
Michael Gove bravely showed 
his face in Luton to see an 
academy’s new state-of-the- 
art buildings - but still hasn’t 
apologised for axing other 
schools’ developments. 

The £300 million project to 
rebuild 11 schools in the town 
was halted after he scrapped 
the national Building Schools 
for the Future (BSF) scheme 
in July 2010, costing Luton 
taxpayers £3 million in 
aborted construction work. 


Cardinal Newman and 
Stopsley High were only 
weeks away from seeing 
work started when funding 
was pulled and Luton 
Borough Council, which won 
a Judicial Review over the 
decision to halt the 
programme, still hasn’t had 
any of the money repaid. 

In the summer, 
Conservative MP Mr Gove 
said he would not be 
reinstating the projects 
despite being told by the 


High Court in February he 
had acted ‘unlawfully’ in 
cancelling it. 

Labour council leader Hazel 
Simmons said: “There has 
been written correspon¬ 
dence (from Mr Gove), but it 
has been businesslike, 
explaining why the decision 
was made, rather than saying 
sorry for making the 
decision. 

“We have been told we can 
claim £3 million back so that 
we aren’t left out of pocket, 


but as yet we haven’t recei¬ 
ved it.” 

Barnfield Federation chief 
executive Pete Birkett said: 
“We are privileged to have 
welcomed Mr Gove to 
Barnfield as it is wonderful 
for our students to have the 
opportunity to meet with 
such an inspirational and 
influential leader.” 

Mr Gove said: “What 
Barnfield has shown students 
is that you can do better and 
you can go further.”

Bid to get Olympic 
stars in the swim

OLYMPIC swimmers competing 
in the London 2012 Games 
could yet be hosted Luton’s new 
Aquatic Centre. 

Luton Borough Council is 
‘investigating the possibility’ of 
welcoming international teams 
as there will be ‘undoubted 
demand’ to use the world class 
facilities available at the 50 metre 
swimming pool, which is cur¬ 
rently under construction. 

The new £25.5 million building, 
which will replace Luton 
Regional Sports Centre in St 
Thomas’ Road, is due to be offi¬ 
cially opened on July 13, with the 
Olympics starting on July 27. 

The venue, which will be home 
to a diving centre, sports hall, fit¬ 
ness suite, aerobics centre, cafe, 
creche and meeting rooms, can¬ 
not be approved as an official 
Olympic pre-games training 
camp because it needed to have 
been registered before the first 
brick had even been laid. 

But that has not stopped the 
council’s efforts to attract the 
world’s best swimmers and 
divers to Luton’s state-of-the-art 
facility. 

A council spokesman said: 
“Officials also need to visit and 
inspect the facilities more than a 
year in advance. 

“Teams will be coming to the 
UK well before the Aquatic 
Centre opens to acclimatise and 
will need facilities available from 
the moment they arrive. 

“However, because the new 
Aquatic Centre will have such 
excellent and world class facili¬ 
ties, there will undoubtedly still 
be demand for them from 
Olympic teams on some level 
and we are currently working 
with the Amateur Swimming 
Association to see what can be 
done to help nearer the time. 

“The council is still investigat¬ 
ing possibilities of hosting 
national teams.” 


Wardown Swimming and 
Leisure Centre, in Bath Road, will 
close on May 20, 20 J2, with serv¬ 
ices to be relocated to High Town 
Community Sports and Arts 
Centre and Putteridge Recreation 
Centre until the Aquatic Centre 
opens. 

Putteridge and the Regional 
Sports Centre will shut on July J2, 
although schools will be able to 
use them until the end of term on 
eight days later. 

A council spokesman added: 
“To ensure there is minimal 
impact on residents, Wardown 
Swimming and Leisure Centre 
will close prior to the official 
opening so that staff at the new 
centre can receive the necessary 
training required to ensure 
everything is ready for when it is 
open to the public. 

“Taking on the operation and 


management of a facility of this 
size is a huge task, so all of the 
staff need to be trained in the 
new operating and safety proce¬ 
dures for the building; and Active 
Luton needs this time to install 
and check all of their equipment. 

“Keeping Wardown running 
while all of this takes place would 
be at a significant cost which 
cannot be supported or justified 
in the present financial climate. 

“However, to ensure that we 
continue to keep providing facili¬ 
ties for residents during this peri¬ 
od, Luton Regional Sports Centre 
and Putteridge Recreation Centre 
will remain open, and we have 
found alternative facilities for 
current users in Lea Manor and 
High Town. 

“We will be making more use of 
the pool at Putteridge thanks to 
an agreement with the school.” 


Patrols will increase to 
catch jewellery thieves 

ASIAN-style gold jewellery has been 
targeted in a spate of burglaries. 

Thieves have broken into a number of 
homes in the Saints and Challney areas of 
Luton, streets including Fitzroy Avenue, 
Beechwood Road and Filmer Road over 
the last ten weeks. 

Police believe the burglars have searched 
the houses for Asian gold jewellery due to 
its greater metallic purity compared to 
other types of gold, making it more 
valuable. 

Extra patrols will frequent the areas 
affected. 

Detective Inspector Steve Vesztrocy said: 
“I would ask residents to be extra vigilant 
and report any suspicious people they see 
in their area to the police immediately. 

“It is also important that anyone who has 
jewellery in their home, whether it be 
worth a lot of money or be of sentimental 
value, takes the appropriate precautions by 
keeping it out of sight and locked away 
somewhere safe.”

Hatters’ manager 
on assault charge 

LUTON Town boss Gary Brabin has 
appeared in court to deny assaulting 
two men and behaving in a threatening 
manner at a football match. 

The Hatters’ manager (pictured) is 
charged with two counts of assault by 
beating Simon Oliver and Paul Lovatt and 
one charge of using threatening words or 
behaviour at the York City game - which 
Luton lost 1-0 - on April 19. 

One steward allegedly broke a finger 
and another was allegedly elbowed 
during the match at Bootham Crescent. 

Mr Brabin, 40, of Milton Keynes, pleaded 
not guilty to all of the charges at Selby 
Magistrates’ Court and will now face a trial. 

A case management hearing is due to 
be held on December 7. Mr Brabin was 
granted unconditional bail.

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Tragedy avoided after 
mother and daughter 
escape from flat fire

A MOTHER and daughter had a lucky 
escape after a fierce blaze broke out in 
their flat as they slept in the middle of 
the night. 

The mother called 999 at about 
1.15am on Friday to report the fire at 
her home in Spinney Road, Luton, and 
then managed to get out of the build¬ 
ing with her child, who is thought to be 
between four and seven years old. 

Ten firefighters battled the flames and 
thick smoke billowing out of a first floor 
window, and entered the block to make 


sure nobody else was still inside. After 
an hour and a half the fire was brought 
under control, but fire crews were at the 
scene until 3.30am to dismantle sec¬ 
tions of the roof to make sure the 
flames did not spread to the flat next 
door. 

The parent and her child were treated 
by ambulance crews at the scene and, 
although unhurt, were taken to hospi¬ 
tal as a precaution. 

The British Red Cross fire emergency 
support vehicle attended and then fol¬ 
lowed them to hospital where volun¬ 
teers offered further support. 

Simon Jones, Deputy Area 


Commander with Bedfordshire and 
Luton Fire and Rescue Service, said: 
“When the fire crews arrived the fire 
was already well established, with 
flames coming out of a window and 
threatening to spread to the roof. 

“The building was also full of thick 
smoke. Firefighters did an excellent job 
to stop the fire causing further exten¬ 
sive damage to the whole building. 

“Fire can strike at any time, even the 
middle of the night, and this incident 
underlines the importance of having a 
working smoke alarm.” 

The cause of the fire is believed to 
have been accidental. 


New probe into L&D sex charges worker 
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AN independent investigation will be 
held into the horrific unresolved case of 
NHS hospital stroke unit patients who 
were sexually assaulted by a nursing 
staff member. 

The probe will look into allegations 
that Luton & Dunstable Hospital health¬ 
care assistant Ameet Mohabeer carried 
out sexual offences against 14 men 
under his care there. 

Mr Mohabeer (right), 28, had been due 
to stand trial for 13 counts of sexual 
assault and four counts of causing or 
inciting a person with a mental disorder 
or learning disability to engage in sexual 
activity. 

In September he pleaded not guilty to 
all the charges - except one of sexual 
assault, to which he entered no plea - 
but days later was found dead at his 
home in Butely Road, Luton, meaning 
no trial will now take place. 

East of England Strategic Health 
Authority told Luton on Sunday ‘an inci¬ 
dent of this severity must be investigat¬ 
ed now that a criminal case cannot take 
place’. 

It added that other ‘rationale behind 
an external review like this’ are: 

■ Transparency 

■ Duty under safeguarding legislation 
and best practice 

■ Learning from this incident to protect 
adults in the future 

■ Restore the reputation of the service.

Professor Michael Preston-Shoot, 
independent chairman of Luton 
Safeguarding Adults Board (LSAB), said: 
“LASB, acting in partnership with the 
equivalent board for Central 
Bedfordshire and Bedford Borough, has 
convened an independently chaired 
group. 

“This group, which comprises senior 
representatives from the NHS and from 
adult social care, is commissioning a 


review of events surrounding a former 
healthcare assistant at the L&D. 

“When this review has been complet¬ 
ed, it will be published and further com¬ 
ment will be made at that time." 

The investigation is completely sepa¬ 
rate to the L&D’s own internal ‘Public 
Protection Review’ into the case, which 
is due to begin in December and will 
take ‘months’ to complete. 

Mr Mohabeer was arrested in February 
over alleged sexual assaults against male 
patients in L&D’s Ward 17 Stroke Unit 
over the course of the previous 18 
months. 

In March, Luton on Sunday exclusively 
revealed that a staff member at the hos¬ 
pital had been suspended and arrested, 
and published a special helpline num¬ 
ber for potential victims to contact 
police detectives in confidence. 

Police said Mr Mohabeer’s death was 
not suspicious and that they would ‘con¬ 
tinue to support victims and help them 
with any specialist support they need’. 

An inquest into his death has been 
opened and adjourned for a date to be 
arranged. 

A spokesman for NHS Bedfordshire, 
which is responsible for the quality of the 
provision of all of the county’s health 
services including hospitals, said: “We 
are currently working to ensure a coordi¬ 
nated approach to a full and transparent 
review of this case.”

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Youth unemployment 
‘reaching crisis levels’

THE number of young jobless 
has more than doubled in six 
months. 

Since January the number of 
18-24-year-olds in Luton South 
claiming Jobseekers Allowance 
rose from 75 to 190 in September, 
with the Luton North figure 
jumping from 70 to 165. 

The rocketing rates are around 
three times higher than the 
national average. 

The figures were provided to 
Luton on Sunday by Luton South 
Labour MP Gavin Shuker, who 
called for ‘action on youth unem¬ 
ployment’. 

He said: “We need something 
done about this quickly. Long 
term youth unemployment is ris¬ 
ing fast. 

“Since January there has been a 
153 per cent rise in young people 
on the dole for more than six 
months in Luton South. 

“Labour have shown there is a 
better way a £2 billion tax on 
bank bonuses to fund 4,000 jobs 
in our region for young people is 
part of Labour’s five point plan to 
create jobs and economic growth. 

“In the East of England this 
would create 4,000 jobs and help 
stop long term youth unemploy¬ 
ment scarring our area.” 


Luton North Labour MP Kelvin 
Hopkins said: “Youth unemploy¬ 
ment is now reaching crisis levels, 
and young people are staying 
unemployed for longer and 
longer which is very difficult for 
young unemployed people but 
what this Government also needs 
to understand is that people out 


of work and claiming benefits 
rather than paying taxes will pre¬ 
vent growth in the economy and 
will stall the recovery.” 

Luton on Sunday did ask Luton 
Borough Council for a comment 
on the statistics but the authority 
did not respond before we went 
to press. 


School governor spared prison term after theft 



Summer tyres. 
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A GOVERNOR and former parish 
councillor has been ordered to 
pay back the hundreds of 
pounds she stole from her own 
school - but escaped a jail term. 

Magistrates told Tracey 
Burgess, 43, to repay the £660 
she took from Slip End Lower 
School when she was covering as 
office manager there between 
July and November last year. 

When the manager returned 
from sick leave, it was discovered 


that cash - which had been paid 
by parents for school trips, uni¬ 
forms and other activities for the 
children - had gone missing and 
had not been banked. 

Burgess, of Ross Way, Slip End, 
was sacked following an investi¬ 
gation by Central Bedfordshire 
Council and earlier this month 
pleaded guilty to theft at Luton 
Magistrates’ Court. 

District Judge Carolyn 
Mellanby had told her she could 


face a custodial sentence as she 
was ‘in a position of trust’, but 
last week she was handed a 12 
week jail sentence suspended for 
12 months and ordered to pay 
prosecution costs of £75. 

Sue Smith, headteacher of Slip 
End Lower, said: "Tracey Burgess 
was suspended from duty on 
February 15,2011 and her 
contract was terminated on 
September 9 after completion of 
the investigation.’’

Knife robber gets 
13-year jail term

A WOULD-BE robber who 
slashed a shopkeeper in the 
head with a knife has been jailed 
for 13 years. 

Phillip McRedmond demanded 
cigarettes before carrying out his 
attack at Alomat Stores in Dallow 
Road, Luton, on March 11. 

When the 41-year-old victim 
refused, McRedmond threatened 
him with a knife before attacking 
him, causing cuts and bruising to 
his head. 


The shopkeeper tried to hold 
McRedmond, 21, but fell to the 
ground and lost his grip. 

As McRedmond ran off, the 
victim got in to his car and tried 
to follow but pulled up when he 
saw police and asked officers for 
help. 

McRedmond, of Shirley Road, 
Luton, appeared before Luton 
Crown Court on September 20 
when he entered a guilty plea to 
GBH, wounding with intent. 

He was sentenced at the same 
court by fudge Richard Foster to 
eight years imprisonment with 


an extension of five years, to be 
served consecutively. 

Speaking after hearing of the 
sentencing, investigating officer 
Detective Constable Mark Bryce 
said: “I am satisfied with the 
sentencing result which means a 
violent man will no longer be a 
danger to the public for a signifi¬ 
cant period of time. 

“I would also like to pay tribute 
to the victim in this case who 
showed great courage and I hope 
this court result will enable him 
to put this experience behind 
him.” 


Violence arrests account for 25 per cent of town’s total 


MORE than a quarter of arrests 
made by Beds police are for 
violence against a person. 

Last year 1,900 people were 
placed in custody in Luton for 
committing the offence. The 
figure for Dunstable was 1,214. 

No action was taken against 
almost half of those arrested, 
with 30 per cent being charged. 

In total 7,244 were taken into 
the custody suite at Luton 
Police Station out of 18,199 
arrested across the county. 

Theft makes up a high 
proportion of arrests in the 


town with 1,036 people taken 
into custody. 

Of all the arrests, 133 were 
made under the Mental Health 
Act. In Luton 108 were arrested 
for sexual offences, with a 
further 75 being made in 
Dunstable. 

Of all of these arrests, 68 per 
cent resulted in no further 
action being taken. 

The figures were released 
through a Freedom of 
Information Act request. 

A police spokeswoman said: 
“We continue to crack down 


on those who commit violent 
offences and are working to 
reduce the number of assaults 
as a force priority. 

“Many assaults are alcohol- 
related and this is why the 
force works alongside partner 
agencies in projects such as 
Pubwatch and the ‘banned 
from one, banned from all’ 
scheme. 

“The investigation of violent 
crimes often relies on members 
of the public being willing to 
come forward with information 
and act as witnesses.”

Councillor’s value called into 


SIR - Over the last few weeks, 

I have read the exchanges 
regarding Bushwood with some 
interest and it does not come as 
any shock that once again we see 
Cllr Richard Stay at the centre of 
opposing anything or anybody to 
get himself some centre stage 
publicity. 

He seems to thrive on living 
life on the edge and anyone who 
has read his ‘near the mark’ 
blogsite would know that he is 
also prepared to voice 
controversial and sometimes 
very personal opinions against 
anyone or, anything, he feels 
does not fit with his ‘vision’ of 
society - a strange approach for 
an elected councillor and 
governor at Caddington Village 
School.

What exactly are councillors 
using this extra money for given 
that they already have council 
facilities for this purpose. 
Nobody knows. 

The same council has millions 
in reserves, is owed millions in 
uncollected council tax, yet Cllr 
Stay chooses party politics and 
ideology over common sense and 
his responsibility to manage the

out-of-control expenditure of the 
council more effectively. 

He does this by supporting the 
cuts to staff salaries and 
conditions, making disabled 
workers redundant, and opposes 
anyone or anything that just 
might have a better way of 
dealing with the challenges we 
are all facing.

Wrong people are paying 

SIR -1 am writing in response to the 
letter by Cllr David Franks regarding 
the Government proposals to change 
the Local Government Pension 
Scheme (LGPS). 

The LGPS was last reviewed in 2008. 
These changes have resulted in sav¬ 
ings of £2 billion a year, twice the 
Government’s target. 

Unlike the other public sector 
schemes the LGPS is a fully funded 
scheme which generates a surplus 
each year. 

If the LGPS was closed tomorrow 
there is enough money in the funds 
for the scheme to remain viable for 
around 15 years. 

The current proposals would mean 
local government workers having to 


pay increased contributions on aver¬ 
age between 6.5 per cent and eight 
per cent, they would have to work 
longer and receive a greatly reduced 
pension. 

The majority of members in the 
LGPS scheme are low-paid, part-time 
workers. 

The effect of the current proposals 
would mean more employees opting 
out of the pension scheme resulting 
in a healthy scheme becoming less 
viable in the future. 

A key element missed in Cllr Franks’ 
letter is that any savings generated 
from the current proposals would not 
be reinvested in the public sector 
pension schemes they would go 
directly to the treasury to pay for the 
banking crisis. 

Teaching assistants, dinner ladies 
and librarians did not create the 
financial crisis so they should not be 
expected to pay for it. 

The answer to the fact we are all 
enjoying longer lives is not to attack 
good pension schemes but to sup¬ 
port them and strive for everyone to 
have access to a good pension. 

If you do not have an occupational 
pension when you retire you have to 
rely on benefits or state pension 
which is a further pressure on public 
finances. 

The local government employers 
have also challenged the 
Government’s proposals.

The next re-evaluation of the LGPS 
is due in two years. 

A part-time dinner lady could typi¬ 
cally expect to get £400 a year less for 
working until she is 68 and has to pay 
£5,500 more for the privilege. Hardly 
a ‘gold plated pension’.

Dispute over 
airport cops 
gets sorted

A SIX-month disagreement 
over policing levels at Luton 
Airport has finally been 
resolved. 

A deal was reached last 
week over necessary security 
measures after a delay in 
negotiations which it had 
been hoped would have been 
concluded by April this year. 

But not all parties - which 
included airlines, commer¬ 
cial retailers at the airport 
and freight companies - 
could agree on what level of 
security was needed by that 
deadline, so all outstanding 
costs to Bedfordshire’s tax¬ 
payers will be backdated. 

Historically the county’s 
taxpayers provided a 
£400,000 slice every year 
towards security costs at the 
airport, with a grant also 
being provided by central 
Government. 

Watchdog Bedfordshire 
Police Authority said this was 
unfair as Luton Airport flight 
passengers coming from out¬ 
side the county were not con¬ 


tributing as much as they 
should. 

New legislation means that, 
from April 2011, security 
arrangements at all UK air¬ 
ports are subject to a dedicat¬ 
ed airport security plan, and 
the airport operator at Luton 
will take over responsibility for 
paying for the general policing 
and protective security - 
relieving the Government and 
Bedfordshire taxpayers of that 
financial burden. 

Future meetings will be held 
over the coming weeks to 
finalise arrangements. 

Glynn fones, managing direc¬ 
tor of Luton Airport, welcomed 
the agreement and said: “This 
is excellent news for the travel¬ 
ling public who should be 
reassured that the security of 
those flying via Luton Airport 
has been our top priority in 
coming to this agreement.” 

Police authority chairman 
Peter Conniff said: “This is 
also good news for 
Bedfordshire’s residents as the 
agreement means that the 
cost of policing will be met by 
those using the airport rather 
than the general taxpayer.”

People should play a part 
in solving Euro shambles 


N OT just the financial 

markets but also democra¬ 
cy seems to be taking a bit 
of a battering in Europe. 

Here, a referendum was denied 
to us, even though the political 
parties had all promised as much 
on the basis that the timing was 
wrong and the issues too complex 
to understand. 

In Italy, it is good that Berlusconi 
has gone but he has been replaced 
by an unelected Eurocrat. 

And now we are all being told 
by, among others, Tony Blair, that 
this is not the time for 
politics and we should just leave 
the people who know what they 
are doing to get on with it. 

This I find profoundly worrying. 
First, many of the people we 
should now entrust to get on with 
it are the people who got us in 
this mess in the first place. 

I don’t remember workers 
demanding the Euro Zone, 
arguing that sub-prime markets 
would make a good investment, 
or setting up derivatives clubs in 
the local pub. 

The idea that our political 
masters and Eurocrats are high- 
minded leaders with special qual¬ 
ities and great wisdom may hark 
back to early Greek ideas from the 
likes of Plato but it does not fit the 
view of recent history. Many of 
them have been more 
Machiavellian than Platonic, in 
their scheming for advancement 
or personal gratification. 

And the long-term problems are 
more about vested interests and 
low growth than huge debt. Those 
in charge of our states and our 


financial institutions may be 
clever but their judgment does 
not look that sound and whose 
side are they on? 

Which leads to the second 
point, that the claim is there are 
no sides and we must accept what 
is best for all of us in the long run. 

But if you look at who is taking 
the pain, it is mainly the poorer 
classes, through slashing of serv¬ 
ices, job cuts, wage freezes and 
increases in indirect taxation. 

But again these people did not 
cause the mess. Where are higher 
direct taxes in all this, or even get¬ 
ting the rich to pay the taxes they 
are supposed to? Or making the 
banks pay back for some of the 
grief they caused? 

And how come businesses can 
have tax havens to avoid paying 
tax, where the Inland Revenue 
would come down like a ton of 
bricks if ordinary workers tried 
the same. The third point con¬ 
cerns democracy itself. 

The argument runs that these 
issues are too complex for people 
to understand, so best not to have 
a vote or an election. And as we 
are all in this together, it is not 
really political anyway. When 
democracy was first mooted there 
was a suggestion that only the 
educated working classes should 
have the vote. But little could be 


more political than pensions, 
taxes, wages, and services. 

During the struggle against 
communism, liberal democracy 
was one of the west’s best cards 
along with growing wealth. Now 
both seem under threat. 

The irony of communism was 
that it provided competition to 
capitalism, which helped keep 
it in check. We are once again see¬ 
ing the interests of the few being 
put first at the expense of the many. 

Not only does this raise moral 
issues but also very practical mat¬ 
ters. In recent years it has been 
believed that societies grow and 
prosper if individuals are allowed 
to make their own decisions. 

The idea that the state knows 
best certainly pre-dates the 
communists but it is easy to see 
how that stunted their economy 
and their society. 

Yet this is what we are being told 
with regard to Europe. The other 
issue is one of consent and partic¬ 
ipation. If we the people are not 
part of the decision making 
process but just there to feel the 
pain, we may be tempted to revolt. 

Instability of the markets is one 
thing, instability of the masses 
quite another. This Government 
promised inclusion but we are 
feeling more and more excluded. 

I predict a riot.

A look back at Less 
growing university 


THIS week the Vice Chancellor of the 
University of Bedfordshire announced his 
intention to retire next summer, bringing a 
nine year tenure to an end. LUISTRACCIA 
looks back at what Professor Les Ebdon CBE 
has achieved since 2003, when he walked 
through the doors of what was then known as 
the University of Luton. 


MUCH has changed since Vice 
Chancellor Les Ebdon took over 
the reins at the university, which 
has made a number of leaps for¬ 
ward and seen real progression. 

One of the more obvious differ¬ 
ences is the name change, which 
came about through the merger 
between the University of Luton 
and De Montfort University’s 
(DMU) Bedford campus in 2006. 

Professor Ebdon, who will be 65 
when he retires next year, was at 
the centre of the collaboration, 
and the university has not looked 
back since. 

Andrew Bentley, chairman of 
the board of governors, said: “Les 
led the merger of the University 
of Luton and the Bedford campus 
of DMU in 2006 and transformed 
the new University of 
Bedfordshire into an award¬ 
winning institution with an inter¬ 



national reputation for high qual¬ 
ity teaching, excellent graduate 
employment rates, modern facili¬ 
ties, strong student support and 
world-leading research.” 

Some of the buildings them¬ 
selves have changed, too. 

As part of a £180m development 



programme, the Campus Centre 
in Park Square, Luton, was 
opened in 2010, followed by 
Fitzroy Court, in Vicarage Street, 
last week by Dame Kelly Holmes. 

Other landmarks, accolades and 
events for the university during 
Professor Ebdon’s reign include:

“I am sure that the firm founda¬ 
tions which have been laid, the 
excellent staff in post and the wis¬ 
dom of our board of governors, 
which will appoint my successor, 
will ensure the continued success 
of this university.”

Car will rev into action 
to catch bad parkers 


Drivers urged not to cause obstructions 


FIREFIGHTERS are urging inconsiderate drivers not to 
park on corners so they can reach emergencies more 
quickly. 

In extreme cases Luton firemen have had to tackle 
incidents remotely, as an engine could not get past 
cars left on corners and double yellow lines. 

One witness said he saw firefighters leave their 
truck to run to the scene of a suspected gas leak in 
Highbury Road as it was taking too long to negotiate 
around illegally parked cars. 


Luton Fire Station Commander Steven Allen said: “It 
can be a problem getting one of our appliances into 
the more narrow roads because of the way people 
have parked. Cars left on corners are the worst 
obstruction as it makes it very difficult to get a big fire 
engine, or other emergency vehicle into a street. 

“It’s not a problem we encounter every day but could 
be potentially very dangerous.” 

A Luton Borough Council spokesman said: “We would 
ask all local car drivers to park responsibly and legally.”

VEHICLES armed with CCTV 
cameras will be sent out to catch 
drivers who park illegally out¬ 
side schools. 

Three vehicles will also be 
tasked with clamping down on 
loading restrictions, parking on 
yellow lines and in bus stops and 
lanes. 

Central Bedfordshire Council’s 
scheme, launched this week, 
works by taking a wider area 
image of a street and through col¬ 
lecting the registration numbers 
of those vehicles parked illegally. 

The owner’s information can 
then be automatically processed 
and a Penalty Charge Notice 
(PCN) immediately created which 
is posted to the vehicle’s regis¬ 
tered owner or keeper. 


Cllr Brian Spurr (pictured above) 
said: “Our approach to parking 
must support the economic 
aspects of our town centres and vil¬ 
lages, as well as supporting growth 
and regeneration in the area. 

“By managing our parking bet¬ 
ter we want to make our town 


centres easier to access, more 
vibrant and safer places to be 
where people want to spend time. 

“This means ensuring good 
short-term provision for 
shoppers, good access for 
disabled people with a reduction 
in illegally parked vehicles.”

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Early-warning 
email alerts 
will help see 
off scammers

PC SCAMS in which fraud¬ 
sters claim to be from 
‘Windows Support' are the 
target of Trading Standards 
teams. 

An ‘early warning’ email 
alert service will alert people 
about potential rogue traders 
who have been reported to 
Central Bedfordshire Council. 

The latest con involves a 
cold caller claiming to be 
from ‘Windows Support’, stat¬ 
ing that they have received a 
virus detected message from 
the victim’s computer. 

The caller then offers to 
resolve the problem while on 
the phone for a fee of £70- 
£100, payable by credit card. 

In reality, the computer is 
not fixed and may in fact have 
its security weakened for pos¬ 
sible future criminal activity. 

Plus, in paying for the serv¬ 


ice with a credit card, the 
consumer will not only lose 
the amount they paid, but 
will have provided their card 
details to a complete stranger. 

Cllr Brian Spurr said: “We 
believe the ‘Windows 
Support’ reports we have 
received to be a scam and we 
would advise anyone to act 
with extreme caution when 
receiving such calls. 

“We hope to encourage 
more people to sign up to our 
new ‘email alert’ scheme and 
raise awareness and help pro¬ 
tect them from falling victim 
to such deception.”

MAGIC is part of Christmas. A really, 
really big part! And there’s nothing quite so 
magical as Full House Theatre Company’s 
brand new musical, The Snow Dog. 

It’s not just because of the snowball fight 
with the audience; it’s not just because of 
the giant puppets and larger-than-life 
masks or the amazing ingenuity that 
makes the cast of only four actors seem 
like double that number. It’s not even that 
there’s a special guest appearance by a 
real-live Siberian Husky called Rocky 
(though he did get the biggest round of 
applause in the curtain call). 

It is because The Snow Dog is wonderful 
entertainment for all the family - at any time 
of the year but particularly at Christmas. 

It was going to be a real family occasion. 
Evie and her mum, dad and teenage broth¬ 
er were about to pay a visit to her granddad 
who always had tales to tell of his days as an 
explorer. But a phone call brings news that 
means a change of plan and, for Evie, sets in 
motion a series of adventures that take 
place as she embarks on an extraordinary 
journey through her own imagination. 

But Evie doesn’t have to travel alone. As 
night falls the little stuffed Husky dog 
toy that sits on the end of her bed springs 
into life as Qanuk, the Snow Dog, and 
from Australia to the Arctic via Africa, 
together the pair follow in her grandfather’s 
footsteps. 

Along the way there is plenty of excite¬ 
ment and a lot of laughs but danger is 


never far behind and when Qanuk is cap¬ 
tured on the edge of the frozen Tundra, it 
takes all of Evie’s bravery and determina¬ 
tion to rescue him. 

Sarah Nelson’s script is funny and enter¬ 
taining but, like all the very best stories, it 
has its moments of great sadness. Because 
of the sensitive way in which the loss of a 
loved one is tackled, the audience of chil¬ 
dren I saw the show with - many of whom 
were no more than six or seven years old - 
understood, accepted and were moved by 
the nature of grief. But, as is also true of all 
the best stories, the underlying mood at 
the end of the show is one of strength, 
optimism and seasonal goodwill. 

Rebecca Applin’s score is lively and 
catchy and the song lyrics are truly witty - 
a rare thing in a show that has to appeal to 
a family audience. 

The strong storyline fizzes along and 
there are fine, energy-packed perfor¬ 
mances from all the cast. In particular, I 
loved Ben Hammond’s Welsh pansy and 
Suzanne Nixon’s rather more exotic Queen 
of the Night and the bizarrely dysfunct¬ 
ional Inuit family who can’t find their way 
home through the snow. 

Charlotte Chin is a delightfully spirited 
Evie and Craig Gordon gives an astonish¬ 
ingly agile performance as the Snow Dog 
himself. 

If you want to sprinkle a little bit of magic 
into the school holidays this year then 
treat your kids to tickets to see this Full 
House production. They won’t ever forget 
it. The Snow Dog is for life, not just for 
Christmas.

Reynolds in final countdown

JORDAN Reynolds insists he has “never 
been so focused” as he prepares to fight 
European, Welsh and Four Nations 
number one welterweight Aled Cook in 
the final of the NACYP Championships. 

The Luton-based Stevenage ABC boxer 
beat Manchester’s Callum Holland 27-6 
in the semi-final in Wakefield, Yorkshire, 
last weekend to reach his second final of 
in a fledgling career that has only seen 
him step into the ring 13 times. 

After narrowly losing to Isaac McLeod - 
now world number two - in Junior ABA 
Final as a lightweight earlier this year, 
Reynolds is determined to go one better 
and claim a victory that would make him 
the number one at 66kg in the country. 

“It’s already an achievement to be in 
the final,” he said, adding: “It’s only the 
beginning and I want to win everything in 
my path. This is my apprenticeship for 
going pro and I don’t want to lose in a 
final again. I don’t want to think about it.” 

Reynolds is currently number two in 
the country at lightweight and 
welterweight and he admits his rise has 
been fast. 


“Being number two is good when you 
look at the number of fights I’ve had - it’s 
gone quick,” he said. 

Though he has designs on his first 
national title, the protege of former 
world lightweight champion Graham Earl 
knows he has to beat the best and that 
is what he intends to do against Cook at 
Harlow Stadium on Thursday. 

He said: “This kid is arguably better than 
the last one [McLeod], He’s taller, slicker, 
has had 40 or 50 fights and won gold 
medals so it’s going to be tough. 

“But I’ve improved and moved up a 
weight. As a lightweight I was always 
stronger than my opponents but now 
I’ve moved up and no-one has pushed 
me back yet. I’ve learnt to box on the 
back foot but my natural game is still to 
come forward and work on the body. I’m 
going to rip him apart.”

Liam Hughes’ 77th minute strike ensured that 
promotion rivals Cambridge United pinched two 
from them after Stuart Fleetwood had given the 
Hatters a first half lead.

to not only help force the blunder¬ 
ing head to resign but for FIFA to 
take the issue of racism in the 
game more seriously. 

“We have got to find a way to get 
him out,” Nasir [pictured ]said of 
the FIFA boss. “We need to start 
petitioning from a grass roots 
level, from pressure groups and 
lobby groups, up to national 
organisations, to give him a vote of 
no confidence which can be taken 
into FIFA’s next executive meeting. 

“I would be willing to head 
something up on a national level 
because someone needs to take 
responsibility. 

“The people in the [FIFA] 

Executive Committee need to 
stand up to him but we in England 
need the support of other 
countries to gain momentum and 
not only their FAs but 
governments as well. There is a big 
political aspect to this because it 



goes beyond sport and has an affect 
in society.” 

With two current investigations 
ongoing in the Premier League 
over alleged racist slurs - including 
one with Liverpool’s Luis Suarez, 
which he has close links to - Nasir 
believes that Blatter’s comments 
will have a negative effect which 
could trickle down to park football 
in the county. 

Fie added: “It has a big impact on 
a local level and this is something 


Right down to 
Sunday league matches, there will 
be players who think it is OK to 
make racist remarks. It is not.”

Nasir calls for ‘dinosaur’ FIFA chiefs head over race storm

A LEADING county football race and equality 
campaigner wants to head a national lobby 
group to try to oust Sepp Blatter - claiming the 
under-fire FIFA president is a “dinosaur” not fit 
to lead the game’s global governing body.

However, though Blatter offered an apology in 
the wake of mounting pressure, he has refused to 
resign and Nasir believes this is not good enough. 

“It doesn’t make any difference,” said Nasir of 
the attempt at atonement. “Yes, he’s apologised 
but he hasn’t retracted his statement and he has¬ 
n’t made his views clear or said what FIFA will do 
to combat racism. He is a dinosaur. He has 
shown that he is just not in touch with society or 
the world. He has said he won’t resign so it is 
down to us to make sure he goes by putting pres¬ 
sure on him.”

LUTON Town need to start taking points from 
the teams around them if they are going to stand 
any chance of winning promotion back to the 
Football League. 

Liam Hughes’ 77th minute strike ensured that 
promotion rivals Cambridge United pinched two 
from them after Stuart Fleetwood had given the 
Hatters a first half lead. 

Going in at the break, it looked like Luton were 
on their way to claiming a vital victory with James 
Dance shining with a series of fantastic balls that 
inevitably lead to Fleetwood’s opener. 

But in the second half Luton sat back, inviting 
the U’s to come at them which they gleefully did 
with a costly end result for Town. 

Luton made three changes from the side that 
knocked League Two Northampton Town out of 
the FA Cup with Fleetwood, Dance and Greg 
Taylor - making his debut following his move from 
Darlington - coming into the side. 

Cambridge were looking to turn the spotlight off 
former Hatter Ryan Charles’ money laundering 
conviction and continue their fine run of form 
that has made them this season’s surprise pack¬ 
age. Prior to yesterday’s clash they found them¬ 
selves occupying third place in Conference after a 
disappointing 17th finish last campaign. 

It was Luton who had the first sight on goal with 
Taylor threading through a perfectly weighted 
pass for Fleetwood to latch onto and fire a low 
drive which was easily dealt with by Danny 
Naisbitt. 

Aaron O’Connor then appeared to have a clean 
run at goal but after the forward was tugged back 
on the edge of the box, Jake Howells was present¬ 
ed with a good opportunity to test Naisbitt. 
However his free kick whistled marginally over. 

The U’s then had a loud penalty decision waved 
away by referee Tony Harrington after Luke Berry’s 
shot appeared to strike the hand of George 
Pilkington. 

But James Jennings’ loose marking on Dance 
down the left flank proved costly for Cambridge. 
The winger was given plenty of time and space to 
deliver the perfect through ball for Fleetwood to 
drag a low effort past an out-rushing Naisbitt and 
edge Luton ahead. 

It was just what the Hatters deserved and Dance 
nearly set up O’Connor for a second but Josh 
Coulson somehow got away with a blatant shove 
that sent the forward tumbling over, with 
Harrington allowing play to continue. 

Cambridge almost got their themselves back 
level as Pilkington came close to turning Ashley 
Carew’s low cross into the net had it not have been 
for a brilliant reaction save from Kevin Pilkington. 

But with United’s defence positioned high up 
the pitch, Dance - back in the side after surgery on 
his face - was in his element. Another precise ball 
over the top sent Fleetwood racing clear but a 
heavy touch from the striker ended any threat. 

After a number of dangerous looking crosses 
were easily dealt with by the Hatters defence, it 
looked like the only way Cambridge would get 
back into this contest was with a lucky bounce. 
Fortunately, when the ball fell back to Kevin 
Roberts, Pilkington was at his best to keep out the 
defender’s thunderous 40-yard rocket. 

The second half got off to a slow start with 
Cambridge doing the majority of pressing but 
Carew’s lacklustre effort which was easily gathered 
by Pilkington. It was the best they could muster 
before the forward curling free kick had Pilkington 
scrambling across his goal to save on the hour. 

It was Cambridge doing all the attacking play but 
on are rare second half Luton assault O’Connor’s 
blocked shot fell into the path of Fleetwood whose 
weak attempt the agonisingly rolled wide of beat¬ 
en Naisbitt’s post. 

Moments later, Roberts was nearly left red faced 
after what seemed to be a routine pass back, nearly 




caught out Naisbitt who needed to react quickly to 
keep out the defender’s chest back. Michael Gash 
then raised the Abbey Road crowd off their feet 
with what they thought was the equaliser but after 
the striker fired past Pilkington the linesman flag 
was quickly raised to rule the strike out. 

The Cambridge supporters didn’t have to wait 
long though as substitute Hughes fired home the 
leveller. Gash’s cross seemed to bypass everyone 
but the forward was poised at the back post to fire 
his shot back across Pilkington. 

The goal gave the U’s a lift as they went forward 
searching for a winner. However Carew’s free kick 
couldn’t threaten Pilkington further from a dan¬ 
gerous position and then Tom Shaw fired narrow¬ 
ly wide from range. 

Cambridge could sniff a winner and poured for¬ 
ward towards the Luton goal but stern defending 
and wasteful long efforts kept the scores level.

to not only help force the blunder¬ 
ing head to resign but for FIFA to 
take the issue of racism in the 
game more seriously. 

“We have got to find a way to get 
him out,” Nasir [pictured ]said of 
the FIFA boss. “We need to start 
petitioning from a grass roots 
ievel, from pressure groups and 
lobby groups, up to national 
organisations, to give him a vote of 
no confidence which can be taken 
into FIFA’s next executive meeting. 

“I would be willing to head 
something up on a national level 
because someone needs to take 
responsibility. 

“The people in the [FIFA] 

Executive Committee need to 
stand up to him but we in England 
need the support of other 
countries to gain momentum and 
not only their FAs but 
governments as well. There is a big 
political aspect to this because it 



goes beyond sport and has an affect 
in society.” 

With two current investigations 
ongoing in the Premier League 
over alleged racist slurs - including 
one with Liverpool’s Luis Suarez, 
which he has close links to - Nasir 
believes that Blatter’s comments 
will have a negative effect which 
could trickle down to park football 
in the county. 

Fie added: “It has a big impact on 
a local level and this is something 


he does not realise. Right down to 
Sunday league matches, there will 
be players who think it is OK to 
make racist remarks. It is not.” 

Nasir is set to meet with Kick It 
Out this week to work out their 
strategy regards the matter, but 
has already started the ball rolling 
on gaining support by writing to 
contacts including FA chairman 
David Bernstein, Premier League 
chief Peter Scudamore and 
Professional Footballers’ 
Association head Gordon Taylor. 

Nasir added: “I’m already in touch 
with [former Aston Villa defender] 
Earl Barrett at Kick It Out and will 
be approaching prominent people 
in the game like [Manchester 
United defender] Rio Ferdinand. 

“I’ll also be looking into getting 
UEFA involved because have their 
own version of Kick It out called 
FARE [Football Against Racism in 
Europe] and have started to make 
improvements.”

Nasir calls for ‘dinosaur’ FIFA chiefs head over race storm

A LEADING county football race and equality 
campaigner wants to head a national lobby 
group to try to oust Sepp Blatter - claiming the 
under-fire FIFA president is a “dinosaur” not fit 
to lead the game’s global governing body. 

Bedfordshire FA REAG (Race Equality Advisory 
Group) member Abu Nasir has added his voice to 
a growing list of sporting and political voices who 
have slammed the controversial 75-year-old 
Swiss chief over his claims that incidents of 
abuse on the pitch could be settled with a hand¬ 
shake. 

Nasir - an FA advisor on grass roots football and 
equality, who also sits on the Liverpool FC 
Supporters’ Committee and is an ambassador for 
anti-racism in football campaign group Kick It 
Out - has previously criticised Beds FA chief 
executive Peter Brown over an alleged racist 
email he sent which led to the county boss stand¬ 
ing down from the national FA Council in 
September. He is due to leave his Bedfordshire 
role on December 31 as the board of directors 
asked him to remain in the post until a successor 
could be found. 

However, though Blatter offered an apology in 
the wake of mounting pressure, he has refused to 
resign and Nasir believes this is not good enough. 

“It doesn’t make any difference,” said Nasir of 
the attempt at atonement. “Yes, he’s apologised 
but he hasn’t retracted his statement and he has¬ 
n’t made his views clear or said what FIFA will do 
to combat racism. He is a dinosaur. He has 
shown that he is just not in touch with society or 
the world. He has said he won’t resign so it is 
down to us to make sure he goes by putting pres¬ 
sure on him.” 

The campaigner is prepared to lead a lobby group

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Dance in a twist over 
Luton’s dropped points 

JAMES Dance can’t put his finger on the reason why 
Luton Town have seemed to tail off during the second 
half of many of their crunch Blue Square Bet Premier 
fixtures. 

During the 1-1 draw with Cambridge United yesterday, 
Luton were comfortable in the opening 45 minutes but 
turned into a different side after half time, standing off 
their opponents and allowing them to come forward. It 
was a tactic that resulted in Liam Hughes’ late equaliser, 
cancelling out Stuart Fleetwood’s opener. 

The Hatters now remain seventh in the Conference 
table - nine points off leaders Wrexham and two points 
off the play-off positions. 

Against the current top 
five teams, Luton have 
only managed one victory 
which came over 
Southport in the their 
second game of the 
season. 

Dance, whose through 
pass set up Fleetwood 
against the U's, said: “If we 
had got three points today, 
it would have been 
massive. Cambridge are 
doing really well, I think I 
read somewhere that they 
haven’t lost in 17 games, so 
at halftime we were 
pleased with how we 
played and were hoping that we could carry it on until the 
end, but it wasn’t to be. 

“Ideally, we would like to be taking points off the teams 
around us but it’s a long old season. Form dips and returns 
for certain teams. Some teams haven’t had a dip yet and 
it has to come sooner or later because that’s football, so 
we just hope to be in and around it when that happens. 

“If we could put our finger on why we drop points away 
from home when in winning positions then we wouldn’t 
be playing at this level. 

“The manager has his views on it which, again, we’ve 
been over. It’s us out there and I don’t know the answer 
but after an hour, the onus was on them. 

Apart from one time where we did deal with it 
comfortably, they’ve managed to take two points off us.”
